The question whether one or several 
pustules should be made in vaccinating 
is one that is hardly raised at all in this 
country. 
Even in the elaborate and 
careful article upon the “Technics of 
Vaccination,” by Dr. Foster, in “Pep­ 
per’s System of Aledicine,” no reference 
is made to tho matter. 
Y'et it is well 
known that tho profession in Germanv 
have very settled convictions that sev­ 
eral pustles should be made. 
The 
German Commission which met years 
ago at Berlin to discuss and formulate 
conclusions upon tho subject of vacci­ 
nation took up, among other things, th's 
point: 
“In what relation,” it was 
asked, “does tho number of vaccinia 
pustules stand to the protective influ­ 
ence of the vaccination?” 
According to Dr. Koch, out of 7 03 
small-pox patients in the Stoekwell 
Hospital there died, of those having no 
scars, 17 percent.; of thoso having 
poor scars, 25 per cent.; of those hav­ 
ing one good scar, 5 .3 per cent.; having 
two good scars, 4 .1 per cent.; having 
three good scars, 2.3 per cent.; having 
four or more scars, 1,1 percent. 
From 
this it would bo inferred that a person 
having four scars on his arm is almost 
certain, even if begets small-pox, to go 
through it safely. 
Koch himself takes 
tho position positively that tho protec­ 
tive power of vaccination is in direc* 
relation to tho number of vaccine pus­ 
tules. 
Prof. Grossheim cited cases to show 
that in re vaccination the virus “takes” 
less often on those who have several 
scars. 
Similarly, Siegel found tiiat 
among children presented for revacci- i 
nation, the successes wero the rule if 
tho child had but one scar, and the ex­ 
ception if it had four to eight. 
Arnsperger observed during a small­ 
pox epidemic that the protective influ­ 
ence of the vaccination increased with 
the number of tho scars .— Med ica l Rec­ 
o rd .

“Fire horses ain’t taught the tricks 
they used to be a few years ago,” sar- 
: donically remarked a veteran in theser- 
| vice, as he viciously threw a quid of to­ 
bacco at a little bootblack standing in 
the doorway of the engine-house. 
“It ’s 
all work and no play now,” he con­ 
tinued, “and more attention is paid to 
‘gettin’ there’ when the alarm sounds 
than it was in those days. 
I t ’s work 
and sleep now. 
We only exist, we 
don’t live now, I say, and it’s all be­ 
cause of modern improvements 
and 
‘fine discipline,’ as they call it, 
‘Per­ 
fectin’ the service,’ they say; ‘makin' 
slaves o’ tho men,’ I say, ’cos it’s no 
more’n that. 
Pshaw! we don’t work 
any better nor more successfully than 
we did then. 
It’s all humbug, 
We 
may look purtier, but that’s all. 
Why, 
we ain’t evt n ’lowed to sit round our 
own doors in summer when it’s as hot 
as an oven inside, or to smoke a pipe 
on tlio street! 
Talk about tricks in 
horses! why, if you can tell me how a 
horse could be learned any tricks while 
such straight-backed w'ork was goin’ 
on, then I ’ll give in.”

Althoug h tricy cles have been rid­ 
den by women for some time, 
vet 
the 
amusement (one of tho 
most 
conducive 
to 
health 
over 
intro­ 
duced) 
has not increased in 
popu­ 
lar favor as much as it deserves to 
do. 
Lawn-tennis. introduced about the 
samo time as tho tricy cle, is play ed by 
almost every ono, despite the num er­ 
ous cases in which injury has resulted, 
and one ex planation of this nmv bo 
that whereas a g ood raq uet costs at 
most $5, y et a g ood tricy cle cannot be 
obtained under twentv times tho sum. 
and this item, to very many in these 
hard times, is a consideration. 
An- 
otlior cause is the ex cessive disfavor 
with which a larg e portion of society 
still reg ards tlie ex ercise. 
To hear tho 
opinions of some peopb*, it would ap­ 
pear to bo almost criminal for a g irl to 
appear on one of “tlio^o velocipedes,” 
and tho most unfounded charg es are 
trum ped up. 
For ex ample, one wise 
person assert it injures the Kpine. 
In 
very many cases, persons suffering from 
spinal affections have been able to ride 
tricy cles when the jar of a carriag e was 
unsupportable, and, moreover, have de­ 
rived g reat benefit from it. 
Another objection is that a tricy cling 
woman must bo “fast.” 
The reason 
why is not very clear. 
Tennis-play ers 
are not considered so, neither aro all 
who rido on horseback. 
The reason 
for this opinion must lie in the fact 
that some “fast” g irls have been very 
ready to adopt this mode of traveling , 
being rapid; and so their steady sisters 
w ho adopt tho ex ercise for tho g ood of 
their health are g iven brevet rank as 
such. 
Another objection much urg ed 
I 
most cordially indorse. 
“ They aro all 
very well in tho country , but not in tho 
streets of tho city . 
Tho advantag e of 
a tricy cle consists in the long country 
rides in q uiet lanes inaccessible to the 
walker. 
A trip of twenty or thirty 
miles—an impossiblity to the walker— 
is a mere bag atelle to the tricy clist. 
Lug g ag e to a limited ex tent can be 
fastened behind, which would bo sim­ 
ply intolerable if carried. 
Tho foreg oing arc some of the more 
common objections to the use of the 
tricy cle. 
Many eminent doctors not 
only approve of the r u e as beneficial, 
but also prescribe them.

g ood. 
The 
smooth, g liding motion at once soothes 
and cheers the rider, whereas the jar 
of a walk would increase the evil ten­ 
fold. 
They are pood f*>r promoting 
the eirculition, and, with ordinary care, 
are first-rate i reventives of cold. 
The tricy cles most suitable to the use 
of women 
are the side-g eared ones 
Those central.y g eared can be used, 
but the first-mentioned are tho more 
desirable, 
the 
central 
irurno 
in 


one of us who g o into any c rclo of 
eiety but what can point out 
woman whom every body likes, 
could not ex actly ex plain why wo love 
her so much; but we know that we do, 
and think her the nicest woman wo 
have ever met. 
Home women rule a 
train of people with their beauty . 
Hut 
oven althoug h that may be of a hig h 
order, we soon tire of it, if there is 
nothing but tho statue. Tho mag netic 
woman need not bo beautiful to find 
admirers, althoug h if she is, sho is 
doubly armed. 
Ag ain, we alway s have 
in our view that strong -minded female 
who is hig hly educated, having passed 
throug h all tho courses of school and 
colleg e.

T R I A L O F H O O T I T S A C C O M P L I C E S. 
Th© evidence ag ainst tho accom­ 
plices of Booth had been w-orked up 
by Colonel Baker, tho well-known <ior 
teetive. 
There were eig ht persona 
found to be implicated in tho conspir­ 
acy —-David E. Harold, Georg e A. At* 
zer tt. Lewis Pay ne, Mary I H n rra tt, 
Michael O’Long lilin, Edward Span 
It , 
Samuel Arnold, and Samuel A. Mrnlu. 
It was charg ed in the specifications 
broug ht ag ainst theso individuals that 
they had been citod to their conspiracy 
by Jefferson Davis, and the members 
of tho Confederate cabinet. 
President 
Johnson issued a proclamation May 2, 
directly charg ing the murder of Presi­ 
dent Lincoln to the Confederate offi­ 
cials, and offering larg e rewards for 
their arrest; and this belief was, as 
was natural in tho ex cited state of pub­ 
lic feeling at that time, accepted as 
correct by a larg e najority of tho peo­ 
ple of the Northern » Static. 
It was, 
however, shown in tho trial that no 
evidence ex isted to implicate any per­ 
son outside this small band of rash and 
unscrupulous zealots, in Washing ton, 
who had formed the conspiracy . 
To 
sat isfy , somewhat, the prevalent public 
ex citement ag ainst, 
tho persons be­ 
lieved to bo accessory to tho murder of 
President Lincoln, his successor, Pres­ 
ident Johnson, wished to try tbeso 
persons by a military tribunal. 
He 
therefore applied to the Attorney Gen­ 
eral of the United States, Mr. Speed, 
for his opinion as to whether such p er­ 
sons were subject to tho jurisdiction of, 
and leg ally ifablo before, a military 
commission. 
Mr. Speed, in a long and 
labored arg ument, decided them to be 
so liable, and tlie President thereupon 
ordered their trial before a military 
commission, composed of Gen. Hunter, 
as President, and Generals L. Wallace, 
Knntz, Howe, Foster, Ekin, Harris, 
and Colonels Tompkins and Olonden- 
nin, as members. 
Tho caso for the 
prosecution was conducted by General 
Holt, as Judg e Advocate General, as­ 
sisted by Colonel Burnett and Senator 
Bing ham, and the defense of the pris­ 
oners was conducted by the Hon. llev- 
ordv Johnson, assisted by fivo other 
advocates. 
Tho trial was beg un May 
Iff, and continue© to June 29 . 
A g tcat 
many witnesses were ex amined, and a 
moat volumuotis ex tent of testimony 
was taken. 
Tho commission sentenced 
Harrold, Aztorott, 
Pay ne, and Mrs, 
Surratt to death by hang ing ; O’Loug li- 
lin, Arnold, and Mudd to imprisonment 
at hard labor for life,; Spang ler to hard 
labor for nix y ears. 
July 5, theso sen­ 
tences wero approved by the President, 
and General Hancock, then in command 
of the military division at Washing ton, 
was ordered to carry them out. 
A n 
effort was immediately made by tho 
prisoners’ counsol, to have the proceed­ 
ing s of tho Commission reviowod, es­ 
pecially in the case of Mrs. Hurratt, 
which was broug ht up on a writ of 
habeas 
corpus. 
But, althoug h the 
writ was allowed, it was suspended by 
order of the President; and those who 
were condemned to death wore all ex e­ 
cuted July 7 . 
Those sentenced to im­ 
prisonment wero transported to For. 
Jeff erson on the Dry Tortug as, to servo 
out tho periods of their incarceration.

As a rule, one attack of these dis­ 
eases confeis immunity 
from subse­ 
quent attack. 
A like immunity from 
certain infectious diseases is conferred 
by a modified v irus of the same. 
So, 
v accination, which giv es a modified 
fo'in of smaH-pox, generally protects 
against the v iolent form. 
Pa teur, of France, 
explains such 
phenomena by supposing that the first 
attack exhausts some substance in the 
patient essential to the dev elopment of 
the microscopic parasites which cause 
the disease; and that those who are 
born with such immunity are naturally 
free from this substance, just as some 
lands, which hav e been fertile* in cer­ 
tain plan’s, may lose this fertility by 
exhaustion of a single element of tlio 
soil; while other lands are naturally 
without this element, and hence unable 
« to grow them. 
This is the exhaustion 
! theory. 
If tin's theory xv ere true, then the 
fiexh of an animal thus destitute of this 
essential substance should not, if made 
into o. broth, furnish material for the 
growth of infectious germs, purposely 
introduced. 
But these germs do flour- 
i h in it. 
The autido‘e theory is adv ocated by 
Iv lebs « if Germany and Klein of Kn- 
glaud. 
Ac« * -rduig to this, during the 
first attack some chemical substance is 
produced which is antagonistic to the 
infectious parasite or go m, and which 
remains in th« ' body of the animal and 
prev ents the subsequent dev elopment 
of the latter; this chemical substance 
exists naturally in such as are insus­ 
ceptible to the disease. 
Tlio proof 
against this is essentially the same as 
that against the exhaustion theory. 
Blood from the v eins of animals char­ 
acterized by immunity doo< not kill the 
infectious germs purposely introduced 
into it. 
Besides, th * poisons thus gen- 
erate<i must bo supposed to remain in 
tb ev m nsfor many years, or for life; 
while we know that accidental poisons, 
if not mortal, are always soon elimin­ 
ated from the system. 
The theory adv anced by the writer 
is called “the v ital resistance theory.” 
Aital characteristics 
are 
inherited. 
Some persons inherit a foeblo, and some 
a robust, constitution; some a tendency 
to iong life, some to early decay; some 
a strong and some a weak resistance to 
morbific influence. 
Further, whatev er 
lowers the v itality for a time lessens 
this resistance. 
W hether feeble or 
strong, this v ital resistance is a pro­ 
perty of the liv ing matter of the body 
and reddcs in its elementary cells. 
These <*ells incessantly produce their 
kind. 
Ilence, when tlio cells hav e sur­ 
v iv e« ! the first attack, they hav e ac­ 
quired a new power of resistance, and 
this now power is transmitted, in con­ 
stant succession, to the new progeny of 
cells. 
As for inherited immunity, it results 
from the “surv iv al of the fittest.” 
The 
negro, as a race, is tolerant of malaria, 
because, liv ing in malarial regions for 
ages, the most susceptible hav e been 
gradually killed off*. 
Herbiv orous an­ 
imals are peculiarly susceptible to the 
poison of putrefaction. 
It is the re- 
i v erse with the carniv orous. 
The lat­ 
ter, often feeding on putrid llesh nn« l 
wounding eaeh other with their te« *th, 
hav e ev er been greatly exposed to the 
poison. 
Only tlioso of loast suscepti­ 
bility hav e surv iv ed.—
